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1. The Bory Penitentiary in Plzen consista of eight sections. radiating 
from a cantral hall. {See attachment.) Each of the seven prison sections 
containsthree tiers of colls on both sides of a corridor. The cighth section 
consists of the guardroom, entrance and offices. The prison is surrounded by 
a brick wall two meters hiph. The four prison sections to the left of the 
entrance are for solitary confinenent celis; the three sections to the right 
of the entrance contain cells for more than one prisoner. _ 


2, As of 10 June 1950 the Bory Penitentiary contained 4,690 ee The mini- 
mum sentence is two years; formerly the minimum was five years, The prison 
has a capacity of 6,090 prisoners. Frisoners are assigned to sections in 
fecordance with the "tyne of crime of which they are convicted. The solitary 
confinenont sections are reserved for prioners vio are servin7 sentences of 
from 20 years to life inrrisonnent,. In this group, section A contains civilian 
nolitical prisoners , section B contains civilian prisoners convicted of murder 
or some other serious offense accordinc to the Act for the Frotect-ion of the Re~ 
public, section C contains military prisoners without regard for rank who are 
under sentence fér eithor es or military offenses, and soction D contains 
civilian prisoners convicted of less serious offenses under the Act for the 
Protection of the Republic, the Retribution Decrees of the President or the 
penal code. Prisoners in solitary confinement are marked with small metal 
numbers attached to the left side of their jacketsand york during the day in 
workshops within the prison rrounds as shoemakers, dressmkers, and similar 
jobs. Prisoners convicted of lesssr crimes and sentence! for shorter periods 
are kept in the cells on the right aide of the entrance. They are sent under 
guard to work on the state farns, the Skoda Jorks, the Pleen brevery, the 
farners! co~operntive association lands, ete. 


30 Below the level of the other prison cells is a section know as the correctional. 
A prisoner who has disobeyed the guards or has acted against eee orders is 
placed there in a dark room vith a 10 kr. iron ball chained to his leg. He is 
kept on bread and water for a period of not moro than three days and is then 
returned to his regular cell. Tho ball may Act be removed for as much as thrae 
months «

There are 21 suards on duty in the prison sections, one on each tier of 

each section, The suard on the second tior is in all cases the commander 

of the guards in his section and is in commnication with them hy phone. 
These suards are on duty for 24 hours and are relieved at 7 an. They are 
armed only with a nicht stick. The main entrance is suarded by two nen, 

one of whom is seated at a desk to the risht of the entrance, is arned 

with a pistol and opens the main sate whenever the bell rings; the other 

is in the guardroom to the Isft of the entrance and revisters ail entrants 
and keeps a record of prisoners and mards leaving on vork detail. Duty 

at the front cate is usually taken by First Sergeant Sefrna. Six guards 
patrol the space between the prison building and tho brick wall which sur- 
roun’s it. Three of them are stationed in cenent mard sheds in the yard, 
which are connected to the alert room by telephone. These cuards are armed 
with rifles and flashlights. They change stations every tvo hours with the 
three guards who remain in the alert euardroom behind the courtyard, From 
4.ym to 8 am in addition to the outside puards eipht dogs are set out on 
long leashes fastened to runvavs between. the wines of the nricon hutiAine. 
Finally, from 7 an to 4 pm a guard armed with a pistol natrols ths courtyard 
behind the entrance, Guard duty is done on the basis of 24 hours on gurty 
and 24 hours off. Spot checks are made of the suard posts every day. All 
guards except those on duty on the second tier of the prison sections fo to 
lunch from 11:30 am to 12:30 pm. The guards on the second tier of the prison 
sections eat from 12:30 to 1:30 pm. Some of the euards are not convinced Con 
munists, There is an arms storeroom behind the office of Inspector Trpak. TA 
contains 80 Sovict sub-machine guns with a calibre of 7.62 mm, 60 model 98 
rifles, calibre 7.92, 120 CZ pistols of 7.62 calibre and four large cases o: 
armunition, There are no machine guns.

Prison Guard Corps 167 em. tall, stout, with dark broun hair 
combed straight back, a round face and ~ray 
eyes. He is a Comminist Party member of long 
stanling vho abuses tho prisoners. 


anlightennent Officer Staff Captain Vaciav ladman, 26 vears old, 
165 em. tall, thin, with an oval face and 
hollow cheeks. Ile has been a member of the 
Communist Party sinea 1945. 


Cormunist Party Chairman Sergeant Vaclav Brabec, 25 years old, 173 en. 
tall, slin, with black hair, an oval face, and dark 
eyes. He has been a Communist since 1946, 


orks Council Chairman Sergeant Vaclav Tichy, 24 years old, 165 en. 
tall, thin, with an oval face. He has been 
a Corrmnict since 1946. 


Cadre chief Sergeant Kunes (junior), 29 years old, 168 em. 
tall, with a round faces. Ile has been a Comnu- 
nist since 1945. 
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Inspector of the guards Trpak, 56 ears old, 169 em. tall, slin, 
with an oval face and dark brown hair. He 
is a Communist of lone standing. 


Guards Serroant Sefrna, 55 yearn old, 1°7 cn.

hair. He is a Communist Party nember of long 

standing and is brutal in his treatment of the 
prisoners.

tall, slim, with a round face and pray hair. 
He is a Communist of lone standing, 


Prisoners are fed black coffee for brealfast, soup, potato coulash and bread 
for lunch and black eoffce, —patatoes or rotato sour for suppam Onee a veok 
dumnlings with sravy are served for supper. On Sunday 200 grams of ~eat with 
gravy and potatoes are served for lunch and either cheese or 150 srans of 
sausare or margarine is issued for surper. Hard workers receive 400 rrans of 
bread; others get 200 grams. Newly arrived prisoners are allowed to receive 
one letter evory six weeks; after six months they are allowed one letter every 
four weeks and if they are model prisoners they get one letter every tuo weks. 
iiodel prisoners may become cligible for conditional release after serving two- 
thirds of their sontence. The morale of the prisoners is hish since they are 
convineed that the Communist government of Czechoslovakia will collapse and 
they will not have to complets their sentence. Amons the nrisoners are the
